When cord 
length runs out, thread end back through 
weaving before removing needle. Then go back 
and thread the 4” tail to bury it also.

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GENERAL HINTS FOR MIRROR DESIGNS 
AND ATTACHING MIRRORS 


WORKING MIRROR DESIGNS: A convenient 
way to work is to hold a Macrame’ board, 
approximately 12” x 18” in your lap. Lark’s Head 
the cords onto the smaller ring as instructed in 
pattern. Then secure the piece at one place with 
a pin so it can be rotated while knotting. When 
attaching the larger ring, Double Half Hitch two 
cords onto the ring at a selected place. (In STAR 
DESIGNS attach the point of the “V” first.) Then 
Double Half Hitch two cords onto the ring in two 
other positions. For example, Double Half Hitch 
two cords onto the ring at the 6:00 position, then 
at the 2:00 and 10:00 positions. Then Double 
Half Hitch the remaining cords onto the ring all 
the way around as instructed. The piece should 
be tight after all cords are tied onto ring and 
should not sag in the middle when the piece is 
picked up off the board. 


ATTACHING MIRRORS AFTER KNOTTING IS 
COMPLETED: Silicone adhesive is suggested 
to glue mirror into position on backside of project. 
Some white glues will also hold, depending upon 
the cord used in the project. If preferred, the 
mirror can be tied into position using four lengths 
of heavy thread or small diameter cord. To do 
this, turn piece to backside. Fold each length of 
cord in half and Lark’s Head each piece between 
2 cords in four places around ring — 12:00, 3:00, 
6:00, 9:00. Center mirror face down on project (in 
some cases square mirrors can be used if round 
ones are not available). Tie the added cords 
together from the 12:00 and the 6:00 positions, 
and repeat with the other two groups of cords. 
Glue the knots securely, allow to dry, and trim 
excess ends.
